tap 'a ronouLiH TaArric' ou a scale of 
such magnitudo as to dwarf every 
other, and bafllo our past experience, 
'aii3— oi'-r Eailway is as good as built. 
• The Canadian Pacifio is not niinply 
"a 'Settleu's li.uLWW:' it ia a Co.mmiou- 
ciAL HuinwAYof Nations. It is not a 
public work to afcominodato this or 
that Province of Can;i<la, hut a na- 
tional undertaking whoso (3bj;'('t is Lo 
uphold tho integrity of the Dominion, 
to doYclop its federation of Provinces 
into a powerful state, and to endow it 
witli a source of perennial revenue, 
wealth and prosperity never before 
contemplated. 

The. Canadian Pacific, when com- 
pleted, will secure the monopoly of a 
carrying trade which, even split up 
into various atrGams and ever chang- 
ing its course, left ia its wako elsewhere 
in tho world as landmarks, wealthy 
comiuuuities, powerful states and pros 
perous nations.

iSIoNTJAV, Mnrcli 30. 
Mr. S. P. Mooily, having partially re 
covered from liia late severe illnosa, waa 
present. He was allowed to take a Hoat 
during liis oiamination wbicli was resum- 
ed. 

Mr. Moody said tliat if allowed he 
TTonld recommonco his evidence which 
Traa incorrect, in oonaenuencp • of his 
eavere illness. He wi'sliod t'6 make a 
new statement. 
Tbe Court having consented, 
Mr. Moody said — In May last Mr'. H. 
Trim cnme to lUirrard lulot with Taxada 
Island ofc to tako some stops to pre-empt 
the gronud, and aaked me to visit tlio 
ground with some of my friends as soon 
as conveniont. About tho 10th of June 
I cnme to Victoria with tho steamer to 
meet Mr. "NelBOB. We ■vrmt book to the 
Iiilot ami in two or t^iree days afterwards 
•Mr. Wntson, Mr. Nolson.and my-self went 
to the head of Taxada Island— Blubbur 
Bay. Wo then wont ashore and examined 
tbe land, then took Mr. Trim on board 
and went down on tho opposite side of 
tho i;dand wtiero tho iron deposit ia and 
examined ib. 'Jut a blast . in and blew 
out some iron ore. specimens of wllich we 
brought away. We stopijod one night at 
Trim's place and examined auothei- HUiall 
island called Harwood Island. We then 
.wont to Pender Harbor; lauded Trim at 
Jarvis' Inlet. Ho then wont back to Tax- 
ada Island to get out four or five tons of 
iron ore and bting it to Bnrra'rd Inlet to 
•which we returned. In about two weeks' 

■ tinio Trim brought the oro to Bnr- 
jard Inlot. I think the applications 
to pre-empt wore made when wo returned 
to Burrard Inlot and Trim was comniis- 
'sionod to put up tho stakes and notices 

for 'tlio pre-oniptors; jj. 0, Hughes and 
H. Triia wore two; the otbers I don't re- 
member; I think there were three otbers; 
applications to pre-empt wore made im- 
jnediately on our return from the island. 
As soon as Trim brought the iron oro 
to Burraed Inlot he roturnod iu his boat 
to the island for further exploration; loft 
last of June; tho last of July I camo down 
to Victoria in tho steamer Cariboo and 
invited Walkom and DoOoamos to go up 
to liiirrard Inlet in tho boat, which they 
aooopted; Capt. Eaymur and Mr. Dalby 
vora also, by invitation,on board ;\V6 stop- 
ped at the inlet about a day; wo then 
started up tho coast with DoCosmos, 
■\Valkem, Dalby and Watson on board; 
wont to Trim's place at Taxada Island; 
•topped there half a day, plokod up a few 
TQcks and examined the formation of the 
country; next day wont to tho iron de- 
p'0-.it iu bhfe steamer; all the parti/ went with 
vs ■ tins deposit w»8 on tlio opposite aide 
of the Ishmd about eight njilas distant; 
stopped thrco or four liour.s to examine 
tho iron deposits and after getting spcei- 
mong returned to the steaiaer; went to 
Trim's plaoe and stopped all night; next 
morning started and wenttoThuudt r Bay; 
■topped there two hours; returned toBur- 
lard Inlet next morning; Walkam visited 
Hastings Mills; DeCosmos and Dalby 
want to town next morning; some time (I 
think aboiit throe weeks) aftor Trim 
came down from tho island in bin own 
sloop; this was about the 19th of August 
Trim reported that UichiirdsontheGoolo- 
ffist had boenthoro to examine tho Island.

know tho number; at Oillis Bay on Taxa- 

■ da a number of locations wore niado; tljis 
Gillia Bay is about 2 miles distant from 
tho iron deposit. The day after Dalby 
arrived, ho and Hughes wont to Now 
Westminster, and m.\do applications for 
pre-emption of more ground. Trim ro- 
turnsd to tho Islaud with uotieos. I on- 
g»god tho Isabel to tow Trim's sloop; 
Trim went baok to the Island to post no- 
iioea of application of pre-emption by 
{jMitl'.'men who went to Now Westmin3lt'r; 
Jio conld givo dates of events by referring 
to his log at tho Iulot;4;his is all ho could 
reoolleot ol what occurred at the timo. 

By .Mr. Robson. — Did not recol- 
lect the number of pre-omptors; if their 
names were mentioned he would' jrjply; 
ofthoHoin our employ there were B. 
Springer 0. M. Chambers, J. C. Hughes 
J. Mojrat, B. H. Wilson, J. C. Cottroll,T. 
Carvoll; .HLiggestcd to all but Hughes 
hat tliev should pro-empt; witncsii had 
two Smi'tlis in his employ, but did not 
know H. T. Buiilli; dues not know J. Wil- 
son; as to witness' reasons for suggesting 
parties to pro-ompt, be did not know; 
could not ro in ember; did not remember 
vhy ho auggaated it to bis book-keeper to 
pro-empt . 

Mr. liobertson roue to submit that _ it 
was iinniatorial as to tho motives that in- 
dttoed Mr. Moody to suggest pre-emption; 
it might oloaa with the private pre-emp- 
tion. 

Mr. Bobaon said tho object of his en- 
quiry was to show (lUQstionablo proceed- 
ings bad takan place, and to identify cor- 
fetinmen with tliem. 

Judge Gray asked, did Mr. Kobsoii 
meant to show that Mr. Moody had njado 
\ii> ft numbor of pre-emptions in a colour- 
ablo manner for tho benefit of certain 
nioinljors of tho Govornraont? 

Jlr. Uobfion said tho tlioory was this: 
Mr, Moody having obtained tlio names 
of a number of men in his employ to co- 
yer tho property in order that it might bo 
dealt with in a manner prejudioiul to the 
public intorest. 

The Chief Justice thought that tho con- 
nection of inoinbers of tlic (.Jovernmoiil 
with tbe pre-emption should bo fihown 
before any Buch.quostrous could bo ask- 
'ed. 

Mr. itobson asked was he to bo debar- 
red from eliciting whotlior lliia laud had 
been improperly obtained or not? 

Judgo Gray said if Mr, Kobson intend- 
od to sliow that members of tho Provin- 
cial Oovornmcnt had acquired tlii.^ pra- 
emptod land in a manner prejudicial to 
the publio.inliorosts it was oomp.etent for 
him to do ab. 

Mr. Eobson proposod showing that 
gonio of tho land was wrongly acquired; 
that it was with tho object of having a 
•titlft Tested in Mr. Moody to give some 
members of tbe Qovernment an interest. 
'fb«]r« T9r« iatbiiipro9e«dio0, 



Judge Creaso said, onoo connect tho 
Govorninnnt with thesb improper tran- 
sactions and tho question could be allow- 
ed. 

Judge Gray said — The names of mem- 
bers of this Government were connected 
with this matter; the'pdmt, ,was 'lor'^ift/,, 
llobson to establiah'tbat ooimection. 

Mr. Itobsou wished to show tho mom- 
beia of the Government know the land 
was improperly acquired, that knowing 
it they wore parties to improper means 
to obtain valuable land iu a manner in- 
imical to the public interest. 

The witness on being asked ' irlio paid 
the oxponsea of the trip to Taxada, said 
Moody, Doitz 4 Nolson charged it to the 
aooon'nt of tho Iron Mine ; it was entered 
iu the lodger as the "Iron Mine." Moody, 
Deitz & Nolson paid ti e pro-emption faos 
and oxjjonses, and charged thorn to tho 
"Iron Mino" account. [Witnesa here at- 
tomptod to oorriiot Bia .^tate^nt, 
saying he could pot robolledt 
paying tho fees for pre-omjition, 
could not say who paid tho pro-emptora' 
fees, also that Mc ody <fe Deitz advanced 
and charged to tho iron account. Mr. 
Robson wished to know who acquired the 
firojUirty of the "Iron Mine," and who 
wore to share in the spoils? By tho" Iron 
Mino" witness meant a company tliat 
was pro]308od to bo formed — diil not know 
wjio were to cunstitiite tho conipiiny; 
could not remember all their names nor 
their number; would mention (hero a 
paper was road) ; J. C. Hughes, II. Trim, 
Josh Moody, Jas. Vanbremer, T. G. 
Moody, Adam Watson, T. W. Swott, H. 
Nelson, B. H. Wilson, Georgo Deltz, H. 
P. Moody, 11. P. llithot, being altogothor 
iu nrmbov foarteon. 

Tho intention was for the company to 
hold all the iron. Throe pre-omptioiis 
(tho Hughes' and H. Trim) were supi^oB- 
ed to tako iu all tho iron;. could not ro- 
member namea of those who were to oou- 
Btitute the company, but would write 
tliom down. (Witness hero wrote down a 
nuuibar of names, folded up the paper, 
put it iu his pocket and said ho could not 
romambor who the parties were.) 

Tlio Chief Justice commented severely 
on tho conduct of witnesa. Ho said ho 
never knew a witness who so quibbled r.t 
every question, and ho hoped never to 
soo one again. 

Justice Gray— It is mo'st painful; it is 
like dravfing teeth. 

Tho Chief Justice thought it would be 
neeossary to produce the books of the 
firm in Court. 

To Ml . Kobsou — Tho jjai Lie--^ piu-eiiipL- 
od with a view of forming a comiiauy. 
The two Trims, the two Hughoses, J3. H. 
Wilson, Cotteroll and MoU'att wera to 
share in the common stock; could not 
aay if Mr. Galder was aaked to be one of 
tho company. Witnesa' object in taking 
DoCosmos and Walkem uj) to Taxada ho 
would stato by giving a narrative of the 
whole transaction. When ho discovered 
tho oro he showed it to DeCosmos and 
said when convenient he would like him 
to como up and see the country. Walk- 
em was also invited. I told DeCosmos 
that I wanted him to see the iron; I 
didn't say anything to Walkom about tho 
iron; tho main object in inviting DeCos- 
mos was to show him the iron; I said to 
DoCosmos that as soon as the titles were 
roeeivod I proposod to form a company, 
and that if he wanted to take an interest 
in the company ho could do so; I didn't 
tell him how I proposod to get an inter- 
est in tlio iron. Ho deolined to talio uiiy 
interest, saying that if tho iron was in a 
country where labor was cheap it would 
bo valuable, but here it would not pay; 
talked with Mr, Walkem and he declined 
to take an interest on the ground of the 
position ho lie!d under Government; to 
my knowledge the names of Messrs. De- 
Cosmos, Walkem and Boavon wore not 
put up on the island aa pro-ompiors. I 
was Lold ly one party that they were 
there. You (Mr. Bobaon) were the first 
and only party ho told, mo [laughter]; 
don't romon'.bor having boon told that 
Mr. Spr^tt 3uid those namea wore up; wo 
were walking on Pander* street and you 
Raid you heard tliat the names of j\[o.ssrs. 
DeCosmos, Walkom and Heaven wore on 
tho stakes; I told you that Joo Spratt had 
told me tbe^ were up and gave me Capt. 
Clarke as hjs authority; I told you that 
I saw Capt. Clarke and ho said that he 
novor told Spratt that tho uainos wore uj). 
I had heard tlio statement from Siiratt 
before I heard it from you. 

Mr. Robertson said that if Mr, Robson 
was going to give eontradiotory evidence 
he ought to take the -stand. 

Tljn Chief Justice — On tho contrary 
Mr. Robson is getting contradictory evi- 
dence from Mr. Moody. lie said, five 
minutes ago, that ho only hoard that the 
names were up from Mr. Robson, and 
now he swears that he heard it from Mr. 
Spratt first. 

Witness — Do not remember asking Mr. 
Nolson to beeoiiio a jire-enijitor, and his 
s.aying ho would i-aiher not bo connected 
with tho miiltor; dou't know whotlior any 
steps were taken towards putting tho 
stock on tbe English or Canada market; 
novor commissioned Mr. DHOosmos to do 
so or to negotiate the matter in any way; 
prasumo tho pru-oiaiUion claims on Tax- 
ada Island aro IGO acres eaeli; don't re- 
moinbor that I had any talk with Mr. De- 
Cosmos about floating tho stock on the 
English market; never heard that Mr. De- 
Cosmos negotiated with Sir John Mao- 
donald with respect to selling him the 
miho; never hoard outside tho papers 
tliat lio liad jilaeod the iniuo in Mr. 
Sproal'.s hands in London; don't romeni-

Bontly deposed to his finding the 
deceased on Sunday morning on Port 
street; had been drinking too much, and 
was ^ery weak; got him a cocktail and 
some eggs; but ho could not koop them 
dowu._ 

Joseph Wrigglcsworth deposed: saw 
deceased at past 11 on Monday morn- 
ing, at which time witness was sitting in 
his room; heard Dr. Matthews' dogs bark- 
ing, and a curious noian coming from tlio 
rear; looked tlirougli the window and 
Haw tho deceased coming into tho yard ; 
saw something was wrong with him, and 
ran round to help him. Deceased Roemed 
as if iu a fit, had a piece of beef in his left 
hand. Witness mad» him sit down, to 
prevent his falling; ho mtittered some- 
thing about the dogs; mentioned they 
would J)lay hell with liim.

— Citi- 
zens have telogritphod to Governor Har- 
trauf t a remonstranco against tho intro- 
duction of armed troops into tho borough 
in tho interest of a cor|)oration against 
citizens who sim]dy claim their hard- 
earned wages from tlie corporation. Tiioy 
fear that great destruction of property 
will result and pray that the order be 
countermanded. 'The Gov'r replied that 
though ho might symi)atluso as an in- 
dividual, yet he must execute tho laws 
which forbid thu seizure bv creditors of 
property, especially when that is a great 
public highway. Ho had ordered tropps 
to repair to the scene. He had instructed 
their commander to enforce the lawa if 
violated. If unfortunate results followed, 
th^.reaponsibility would reat with the 
trarisgrossors against tho laws. 

Surope' 

MApniD, March 20 — Tho Carliat forces 
in this vicinity, commanded by Suntos, 
wore defeated by the government troops 
in tho last Bilboa engagement.

London, March 27 — The steamer Maloa 
arrived otl Suez on Saturday; Arthur 
Lang and .laoob Waiuwriglit were on 
board with tho remains of Dr. Living- 
stono.
